. A POIGNANT TALE 
‘Apr. 22. 
The story of the sufferings 
heroically endured by the Rev. 
Kristofer Tvedt, during his six 
mouths’ captivity in bandit 
hands, must necessarily evoke 
the liveliest feelings of appre-| 
hension for the two ladies and 
the Swedish clergyman who are 


the latest. vietims of the 
notorious Ho! Lung. Tt also 
arouses deep anxiety for the 


fate of the Rev. Bert Nelson 
whose release, although hourly 
expected, has’ been unaecount-| 
ably delayed. As a note in thesé| 
columns showed just a fortnight 
ago, the life of the missionary 
to-day in the interior is often 
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marked by a constant night- 
mare, owing to the ever-present 
peril’ of capture by bandits. 
‘That the ferocity of these mis- 
creants is no idle figment of the’ 
imagination, the cruel sufferings. 
of the martyred heroines of 
Fukien revealed last autumn. 
Now Mr. Tvedt, with a lack of 
emotion which is far more ex- 
pressive than the most pas-| 
sionate denunciation, mentions 
that he and Mr. Nelson were 
ipped several times. Ile hast- 
eas to add that the torture: to] 
which the large number of| 
Chinese prisoners were subject: 
ed were far more terrible. It 
requires little imagination to 
appreciate the extent of the 
heroic fortitude of these mis- 
sionaries—kept prisoner for ten’ 
days in thelr own mission 
station and then marched bare- 
footed across the mountains into 
Hupeh, Admiration for men] 
who, for the sake of the cause 
which they devotedly serve, ac-| 
cept trials of this kind ‘with 
such unbroken spirit, must find 
unstinted expression.” Humanity 
today is the richer for the 
contribution made by these men 
and women to the triumph of| 
the-soul over bodily weakness. 


Their heroism is the nobler 
because they have plunged into 
themidst of dangers with full 
knowledge of realities. ‘The 
headquai of the mission 
societies have not attempted to 
conceal the risks which their] 
servants run in the field of their 
endeavour. be main- 
tained that, in the light of the 
terrible realities, the various 
organizations would do well to] 
rgstrict their activities to Jess 
exposed districts. This journal 
has pressed the point for serious 
attention during the last few) 
months, because it raises the 
issue of the general trend of 
foreign. policy in China; it has 
elements embarrassing to con- 
sideration of the present rela-| 
tions between the Government | 
and the Powers, ‘That does not, 
however, detract one iota from 
tho magnificent courage and 
single-mindedness which every- 
fone should salute. It is regret 
table that the immunity, wnich| 
the bandit been able to 
establish for themselves, has’ 
compelled acquiescence in the 
ransoming of captives. ‘This 
undoubtedly affords another 
strong argument for the with- 
drawal of missionaries from’ 
affected zones, simply because| 
the knowledge that ransoms can 
be more readily obtained must | 
of necessity enhance the already: 
grave risks to which the mis- 
sions are exposed. 


Mr, Tvedt’s poignant tale dis: 
closes the depths of inhumanity! 
to which the adherents of this! 
bandit-communism have sunk. 
The diabolical treatment which! 
they are meting out to thelr 
prisoners places them beyond 
the pale. Appalling. conditions| 
prevail among the eighty Chit 
ese captives of these miscreants; 
exposure and starvation have 
been the lot of others who, 
mercifully perhaps, have now 
passed out of their reach. It 
to be hoped that the Chines 
Government will feel inspired by 
the horror of this recital to the| 
redoubling of their etforts to| 
bring the afflicted areas out of 
their present travail. In a few

Sir Reginald Johnston has been 
appointed. Professor of ‘Chinese at 
Eotdan University —inae Mi of 
course, at the. School of Oriental 
[Studies in Finsbury Cireus—in sue~ 
feession to Dr. Percy Brace who 
retires under the ago limit. ‘There 
were nine candidates for the post, 
but’ Sir Reginald’s qualifications 
left tho Senate in no doubt about 
their decision.

is august host. And during his 
seven years at the Manchu Court as. 
tutor to the Ching Emperor’ Si 
Reginald never spoke English ex- 
leept_ on occasional meetings with 
foreign friends. But for him the 
Emperor would probably be a 
prisoner now, for when Feng Yu- 
fisiang seized Peking in 1928, and 
subsequently the Forbidden City,

From now 
fon the bears are going to have regu- 
ar eating hours three times a day, 
‘on an established eating ground, 
There will be no snacks between 
‘meals. ‘The idea sounds all vight

And 
all it is chiefly a matter. of 
leoncern between the two latter. 
Visitors go to parks mainly to seo 
the bears, feed them, and to become 
“intimate” with them if humanly 
possible.
